the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta an British Columbia, 
When Mr. Hill announces his retire- 
ment look out for big things. He has 
recently disclosed his intentions tothe 
Canadians. He has written a letter to 
the Vir nipeg board of trade pro nising 
to build a new system, a new trans- 
continental aystem through the Cana- 
dian Northwest which he hopes will 
further develop that city and the coun- 
try from which ite prosperity is 
drawn.
